IF  PLANTED  BY  US,  all  deciduous  stock  (where  order  is  $5.00  or 
more)  is  guaranteed  for  one  year  from  planting  date,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing Cultural  instructions:  Roses  and  herbaceous  plants  (other  than  peonies) 
excepted.  Note — In  case  any  of  our  stock  fails  to  grow,  we  must  be  notified 
in  writing  (not  telephone),  giving  a list  of  such  plants  not  growing.  StraTV 
rope  put  on  trees  when  planted,  should  not  be  removed  during  the  first  two 
summers,  its  purpose  being  to  protect  the  bark  from  the  sun. 

CULTURAL  INSTRUCTIONS 
VERY  IMPORTANT 

SHRUBS,  etc.,  planted  close  to  buildings  and  under  large  trees,  should 
be  watered  from  May  1st  to  September  15th  once  a week  enough  to  pene- 
trate to  the  lowest  roots.  Make  no  exceptions  for  rainfall.  Stock  planted  in 
the  open  does  not  need  watering  as  often  IF  the  following  instructions  are 
strictly  adhered  to,  especially  where  water  is  difficult  to  obtain. 

Sod  should  not  be  allowed  to  grow  up  to  trunks  of  trees,  nor  weeds 
and  grass  amongst  shrubs  and  perennials.  Loosen  up,  that  is,  thoroughly 
cultivate  the  soil  frequently  during  the  growing  season.  This  has  a double 
purpose.  It  forms  a mulch  on  the  surface  and  keeps  the  weeds  down.  All 
herbaceous  perennials  planted  in  the  fall  should  be  covered  about  Decem- 
ber 1st  with  leaves  or  other  light  covering. 

Failure  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  instructions  renders  our  guaran- 
tee void.

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The  Supreme  Hedge  Plant 


The  above  is  an  actual  photo  of  a (Lonicera)  Japanese  Bush  Honeysuckle  hedge,  as  offered 
on  Page  9.  This  was  planted  by  us  many  years  ago  and  has  successfully  withstood  the  most 
severe  winters,  while  some  of  the  hardiest  Privets  known,  were  killed  out  entirely. 

For  Hedges  of  all  sizes  and  shapes  it  is  unsurpassed,  being  far  superior  to  Privets  both 
in  hardiness  and  in  habit  of  growth.  One  of  the  many  and  distinct  characteristics  of  this 
shrub  is,  that  it  comes  into  leaf  very  early  in  the  spring,  being  of  a beautiful  lively  green, 
followed  in  June  by  a wondrous  profusion  of  buff  and  white,  fragrant,  trumpet  shaped 
flowers.  Holds  its  foliage  late  into  the  fall,  turning  to  a dark  green.  It  is  a rapid  grower  and 
seemingly  immune  to  insects  of  any  kind.  Will  grow  into  large  proportions  if  left  un- 
trimmed, is  a wonderful  shrub  for  general  planting  as  well  as  for  hedges.  Dry  weather 
does  not  seem  to  affect  its  growth  as  is  the  case  with  many  other  shrubs.  Wherever  we 
have  planted  it,  and  has  had  a reasonable  degree  of  care,  it  has  always  given  absolute  satis- 
faction. For  hedges  we  suggest  planting  not  more  than  12  inches  apart  in  a single  row, 
but  planting  them  every  6 inches  is  better,  as  it  makes  a more  dense  hedge.  There  is  no 
special  advantage  in  planting  a double  row.  To  determine  how  many  plants  are  required 
for  a given  space,  simply  find  the  number  of  lineal  feet  and  multiply  by  two,  this  will  give 
you  the  exact  number  needed  if  you  plant  every  6 inches.  The  following  prices  apply  to 
plants  in  quantities  of  50  or  more  where  we  do  the  planting  6 inches  apart  in  a single  row :
